Navy Lets Contract for First 
Atomic-Powered Sub; News Has 
Great Military Significance 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—The navy_has let a contract 'for the first 


atomic-powered submarine—a craft described by a congressional au- 
thority as having "immense military implications." 


Announcing yesterday the award of a contract to the Electric Boat 


company of Groton, Conn., the navy gave no details. Nor would offi- 
cials elaborate on the 26-word announcement. 


But semi-official sources have 


said'an atomic-powered submarine 
'would have a vast underwater 
range, and speculation as to its 
possible speed has ranged as high 
.as 50 to 60 knots an hour (or about 
65 miles an hour)—more than 
twice that of conventional under- 
sea'craft. 


Ahead of Time 


The navy's announcement, first 


open step into an atomic powered 
future, 
came somewhat earlier 


than the time which had previous- 
ly been guardedly expressed. 


In March the • navy hoped to 


start its first nuclear-powered sub- 
marine by the end of this year. 
Yesterday's announcement 
indi- 


cated an approaching solution of 
major problems in the way of ship 
propultion. by controlled splitting 
of atoms—done in devices 
the 


scientists call reactors. 


The craft to be constructed at 


Groton, it is believed, will be a 
2,500-ton vessel, somewhat larger 
than the navy's present fleet sub- 
marines. 


No Information 


Neither the navy nor the atomic 


energy commission (ABC) is like- 
ly to give any hints about its per- 
formance—assuming it Is success- 
ful—until it has met its real test 
on and under tfie seas.

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Atom-Powered Sub Doesn't 
Mean Nuclear Power Is Near 


BY JAMES MARLOW 


WASHINGTON, (AP) — The 


navy created a sensation in an- 
nouncing yesterday that it has 
arranged to build a submarine 
driven by atomic power. 


But this doesnt" mean we've ad- 


vanced so far in development of 
atomic energy that we'll be using 
it the day after tomorrow in 
American industry instead of oil 
and coal and water. 


Side by side with its main job 


of producing atomic weapons the 
atomic energy commission (AEC) 
learns and develops other uses for 
the atom and it has made this 
much progress to date: 


Can Provide Power 


Right now it can use atomic 


energy to provide industrial power. 
The fact that the atomic sub-

marine is to be built is proof of 
that. But the mam point is this: 


AEC still hasn't found a way 


to-provide atomic energy for in- 
dustry so cheaply that industry 
would drop the usual coal-electric- 
water-power it's using now. 


Recently the chairman of the 


atomic energy commission, Gor- 
don E. Dean, said that in his 
opinion the use of atomic energy 
in industry is still a good way offt 
And he gave some reasons for 
saying so: 


1. There are technical difficulties 


which must first be overcome. 


2. There's no immediate indus- 


trial need for atomic energy smce 
we're still so well supplied with 
the usual kind. 


3.- Defense needs for atomic 


energy are still greater, than the 
commercial needs of industry, and 
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therefore need more work and at- 
tention now. 


Sub Ahead of Plane 


Last July the AEG said work 


was being done on atomic energy 
for driving submarines and planes. 
It seems plain now, from the 
navy's announcement, that work 
on the submarine has outstripped 
work on the plane. 
, 


This may explain some of the 


problems ahead for industry: 


In making atomic weapons the 


g o v e r n m e n t needs plutomum. 
Roughly, it gets the plutonium 
this way: 


Natural uranium is dumped into 


a reactor (call it an engine). The 
uranium contains two kinds of 
atoms, 235 and 238. The 235's 
keep hopping around and hit the 
238's. This results in 
changes 


which produce the needed plu- 
tonium. 


But the process produces tre- 


mendous energy in the form ol 
heat, more energy that the govern- 
ment needs./So the question is: 
How can this heat be used for 
the benefit of industry by pro- 
viding power to turn the wheels of 
industry. For instance, how can 
the heat be turned into steam 
for driving engine turbines? 


When the solution is found— 


that is, when industry can use 
this atomic energy at cost cheap- 
er than its present means of power 
—we shall have moved far for- 
ward in the atomic age.

their motor vehicles in the best 
possible condition for safe oper- 
ation prior to the opening of school 
this-fall. 


The urgency of their plea is in- 


spired by re-examination of esti- 
mated school enrollment figures 
for this year, which indicate an 
increase of a million or more on 
a nationwide basis. 


The larger part of this increase 


is expected to come from among 
the beginners, the youngsters who 
will be going to school for the first 
time in their lives. 


These are ,the children who have 


had little • if any instruction in how 
to safeguard their own life and 
limb in traffic.' 
, 


These likewise are the young- 


sters whose sense of personal re- 
sponsibility is least developed, and 
whose safety in traffic, prior to in- 
struction in school and the setting 
up of school safety patrols, is 
largely dependent upon the alert- 
ness and skill with which the 
motor vehicle driver operates his 
own car. 


Will Car Respond? 


And since a great part of the 


safe operation of a motor vehicle 
is dependent upon Its mechanical 
condition, attention now Is riveted 
on makinjr certain that the car will 
respond to any emergency action 
required of the driver. 


To this end authorities urge that 


brakes be tested now to make cer- 
tain that they are functioning 
properly; that steering gear be 
checked for smooth responsive op- 
eration: that treads on tires be ex- 
amined against wear that leads to 
skidding and that a second thought 
be given to the alacrity with which 
motors react to the throttle. 


Motorists also are advUed to be 


certain that windshield wipers are 
functioning 
properly 
to 
insure 


good vision in bad weather. 


Most/of all the motorist himself 


is urged to try to bear in mind 
constantly when motoring near 
•schools that alertness is essential 
to avoid harming the irresponsible 
youngster 
who 
may, 
without 


thinking, dart from the curb in the 
middle of a block. 


Accident Rate Up 


The vast increase in the number 


of cars on the road, as well as the 
increase in the number of pupils 
who will be going to school this 
vear also must be considered.

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Belief Grows That Russia 
Will Sign Jap Peace Pact 
But Only After Stiff Fight 


TOKYO —(AP)— There Is a 


growing belief in this country that 
Russia will do the unexpected and 
sign the Japanese peace treaty in 
San Francisco next month. 


Reliable, if unofficial, Japanese 


circles express the view that the 
Russians will sign after putting up 
a strong fight for inclusion of one 
major provision. 


They say the Reds will agree to 


peeping an American military 
establishment in Japan—but will 
demand a definite date for de- 
parture. They are opposed to a 
unilateral treaty between Japan 
and the United States. 


Act of War? 


This view was expressed despite 


last night's threats from the Chi- 
nese Reds' Peiping radio that 
Japan's acceptance of a peace 


•"-treaty not approved by both Red 
*|khina and Russia would be con- 


sidered an act of war. 


Red China wasn't invited to the 


peace treaty conference. Soviet 
Russia accepted after considerable 
delay. 


The feeling around Gen. Matthew 


B. Ridgway's allied headquarters 
had been that the Soviet delegates 
en route to San Francisco are 
carrying brief cases loaded with 
monkey wrenches. 
't 
May Block Flans 


But Japanese sources predict 


the Russians will sign the treaty 


if they can thus prevent a separate 
treaty between the U.S. and Japan. 


The present plan is for the 


United States and Japan to sign a 
unilateral treaty as soon as the 
ink is dry on the treaty at San 
Francisco. 


This unilateral treaty would pro- 


vide for the stationing of Ameri- 
can troops—between two and four 
divisions of ground troops plus an 
air force and a navy—in Japan un- 
til this country is able to defend 
herself. 


Russia is believed willing: to sign 


if the provisions of the military 
establishment are placed in the 
treaty and a date set for the last 
American soldier to leave Japan. 


May Sign Anyway 


Failing in this, the Russians may 


go ahead and sign anyway. 


Even after the treaty is signed 


it must be ratified before it be- 
comes effective. 


Signing would be a surprise and 


the Russians love to shock the 
diplomatic world. 


Another reason for believing the 


Russians will sign is that they have 
to maintain an embassy here to 
continue their customary Commu- 
nist propaganda activity among 
the people. 


Closing their embassy would 


mean pulling out of Japan diplo- 
matically and the Russians are too 
smart for that.

Economic Pressure Can Force 
End of Oatis-Type Fake Trials 


How. can we prevent Russia and its satellites from con- 


tinuing to seize innocent Americans on false spy charges? 


Nobody but a few irresponsible senators has suggested 


we should use or even threaten force. Force may evoke more 
force, with war the end result. Destruction and the death 
of possibly millions are a steep price to pay for the freedom 
of a few men. Especially as there is evidence we can effect 
their release by other means. 


We can't be sure we "shall not have war some day with 


the Communist world. But we are not likely to let it com- 
mence over the trial of a William Oatis or a Robert Vogeler 
on fake grounds of espionage. Or over the prospect of more 
such trials. 


A more common proposal is that we should sever diplo- 


matic relations with any country which thus mistreats or 
threatens to mistreat our citizens. Presumably no one seri- 
ously intends we should do this while an American is actu- 
ally being held, since this action would isolate him completely 
from contact with the U. S. government. 


Suppose, though, that we decided now to cut ties with 


Hungary, which held Vogeler but later let him go. Hun- 
gary's diplomats in America would, of course, have to go 
home. We know all satellite embassies and legations are 
spy centers, so to that extent we would gain. 


But we would also lose a listening post in Hungary, 


where we have a sizable staff and can observe—one way or 
another—what the Communists are doing. The kind of in- 
formation diplomatic attaches gather is not made public, but 
it would be risky to assume it is unimportant to us. 


With western reporters behind the Iron Curtain down 


to a handful, we're getting a scanty enough portrait of life 
there. Perhaps they would like nothing better than to have 


, us shut up shop and go home, even at cost of one diplomatic 


shovels cluttered 
stages. It was a 


* spy headquarters. 


Like them, we have spies, too. But it's a lot easier for 


'theirs to operate In a free country like America than for 
ours to get information in a police state under strict censor- 
ship. They might well see themselves the gainers in any 
break-off. 
What about economic sanctions? 
We've already im- 


posed many trade restrictions. We can do more to strangle 
satellite trade with us, and influence other Western powers 
to follow suit. 
Reports filtering out from'behind the Curtain indicate 


that these trade limits really 'do hurt Despite all efforts at 
self-containment, the Communist world needs materials and 
' products the West has. The Reds suffer when the flow is 


reduced or stopped. 


Economic sanctions seems the most promising field to 


work. Where, as with Hungary, we may fear further ar- 
rests of Americans, we can perhaps gradually tighten a clamp 


" on trade with the Reds. Moving step by step would permit 


us to' gauge closely the effect the restrictions were having, 
and also would leave us something in reserve. An immedi- 
1 ate blanket ban would not give us this flexibility, would not 


keep the Reds guessing as to what was coming next. 


; 
This certainly does not exhaust the possibilities. But eco- 


, nomic measures definitely can strike a painful blow, and we 


ought to look to them hopefully if the need arises.

Th« 
committee's recommendations on this point said 
the new law should provide punishment of all 
public officers who should fail to use proper 
measures to protect against mob violence "a per- 
son accused of a crime."

given a grand display in its official book-shop in New York.

Here is a sly attempt to protect from mob violence persons ac- 


cused of crimes but to deny the same protection to persons not a 
cused of any crime. The victim of a lynching mob who is charge* 
with rape may be guilty of rape. Many victims of lynching have 
been guilty of violent acts which arouse local anger. That they 
should not'be lynched goes without saying and the Southern states 
which are the special objects of the hateful Communist propaganda 
put forth In {his document have almost extinguished lynching ac- 
cording to this definition. But the dramatic plight of the law-abiding 
American worker who is placed outside the protection of the law by 
this vicious document is far worse than that of the victim who is 
not "accused of a crime." It is no crime to go to ones job through 
a picket line of thugs deliberately arrayed along the approaches to 
premises which criminal unioneers have undertaken to blockade. Byt 
the individual who is put to death by the goons is beyond the intent 
of this evil proposal bearing the signatures of eminent clergy simply 
because-he or she is not "accused of a crime."

bless you if you keep an ac- 
curate health iccord of your child. 
So m fact will officials of camps, 
boarding schools, clinics and any 
other organized groups which may 
find such information useful to 
the care or attention they may be 
called upon to give your child. 


There is one sure way of keep- 


ing accurate records. Write down 
each 
illness, 
each 
inoculation, 


each treatment, when it occurs. 


No need to make a long record. 


But when the doctor gives a vac- 
cine or toxoid, the fact can be 
recorded quite simply. What type 
of vaccine has been given should 
be noted carefully because this in- 
formation will be important to 
anyone treating the child later. 


Wise mothers also will keep note 


of visits to the dentist for semi- 
annual inspection, and checkups of 
vision by the eye doctor, as re- 
minders to have these regular ex- 
aminations made on schedule. 


If your child is of school age and 


you have not kept such a health 
record, check back with your doc- 
tor and get all the information you 
can down on his health record 
card. 


Such records are of invaluable 


service now, and also later, when 
your child is grown and has a fam- 
ily of his own. Then, if his child 
contracts a disease, he'll know 
whether he himself has had it, and 
is therefore immune. 


A small card file is a handy 


means of keeping the whole family 
health record up to date.

Gulf Coast 
City Braces 
For Big Blow 


'Dangerous* Wind 
Ready to Strike 
City of 100,000 


TAMPICO, Mexico— (AP) 


—This city's 100,000 inhabi- 
tants faced again today the 
threat of-a "dangerous" hur- 
ricane hovering offshore. 


While experts tried to fig- 


ure where the storm would 
strike, the Tampico people 
laid in supplies of food and 
strengthened their houses for 
the big blow. 


Early today the U.S. weather 


bureau at New Orleans said the 
storm — after remaining almost 
stationary for several hours—was 
beginning to move slowly toward 
Tampico. 


Last night's advisories had pre- 


dicted the swirling winds, which 
killed 155 persons in devastated 
Jamaica, would hit this port of 
100,000 population and nearby 
rich Mexican oil fields before noon 
today.

commanded U.S. sub forces in the 
Pacific in World War II, has pre- 
dicted it would "outrun, outfight 
and outmaneuvcr the most ad- 
vanced snorkel types that Russia 
is building behind the iron curtain 
or is likely to build." 


In an article in the Saturday 


Evening Post several months ago, 
Lockwood called the prospective 
craft "the answer to the Russian 
snorkel" sub—a craft fitted with a 
device which permits it to cruise 
underwater for long periods. The 
U.S. also has snorkel-equipped 
subs. 


Test in Two years 


The best estimate is that the 


craft may be tested perhaps two 
years from now, although recent 
progress reports from the AEC's 
reactor testing station at Arco, 
Idaho, were guardedly optimistic. 


Before starting work on the 


prototype of the first seagoing 
atomic power plant, AEC, navy 
and private industry scientists had 
to find materials to withstand 
higher temperatures than are gen- 
erated within conventional engines 
or motors. 


They also had to determine what 


materials would offer the greatest 
resistance to damage by the in- 
tense radiation from the atomic 
splitting process. The materials 
must absorb, and thus waste, a 
minimum proportion of neutrons 
that come from the controlled 
splitting of uranium atoms inside 
the power plant. 


The 
pre-construction 
experi- 


ments also had to solve the prob- 
lem of providing shielding from 
radiation heavy enough to protect 
both instruments and men but not 
too weighty to be housed within 
a comparatively small vessel. 


AEC and the air force are also 


at work on an atomic engine to 
power aircraft, and there have 
been indications of progress in that 
direction. AEC announced last 
March a contract with the General 
Electric company "for the further 
development of a nuclear reactor 
for aircraft."

It purported 
to give the viewpoint of the 
Chinese and North Korean com- 
mand.

Truman Will Request Stronger 
Controls, Gets Cool Reception 


WASHINGTON —(AP)— The 


White House said today President 
Truman has decided definitely to 
ask congress for stronger price 
control powers and hopes to send 
a message to the capitol by the 
weekend. 


Word yesterday that Truman 


was considering reopening this 
issue—only three weeks after con- 
gress passed a bill he didn't like- 
got a cool reception from some key 
legislators. 


Today, Joseph Short, presiden- 


tial press secretary, said Truman 
had decided to send a special mes- 
sage to the legislators on the sub- 
ject. 


He said the president and his 


aides are working on the message 
with the aim of completing it be- 
fore Saturday. 


Two senators voiced displeasure 


in the senate yesterday at the re- 
port then that Truman might re- 
open his fight for stronger con- 
trols. 


Senator Maybank (D-SC) said 


government officials who adminis- 
ter the new economic controls law 
which became effective Aug. 1 are 
criticizing it "even before the iw 
is dry." He said it is "only fair" tc 
give the present law a fair trial. 


Senator Capehart (R-Ind) saic 


"some people" evidently favor a 
"Marxist philospohy, a socialist 
philosophy," and he told the sen- 
ate: 


"I challenge the president of the 


United States to send down his 
ideas of (any new) legislation. 
Let's have this thing out, once anj 
for all." 


Capehart defended the new price 


control law as "a good law that 
will prevent runaway inflation" if 
properly administered. 


Truman has denounced the pres- 


ent controls law as inadequate to 
cope with inflation under the 
rising pressure of vast defense 
spending.

HONOLULU. (AP)—The heav- 


cst earthquake ever recorded on 
the volcano island of Hawaii cost 
the Kona coast district moat of 
ts treasured water stores—with 
two months of normal drought 
ahead. 


Property damage was estimated 


officially at between $750,000 and 
$1.000,000, but the water loss was 
the most critical. 


The quake jarred the largest 


of the Hawaiian islands in early 
morning darkness yesterday. It 
wrecked or damaged more than 
200 wooden water storage tanks— 
20 of them on one cattle ranch. 


Each of 200 families along a 30- 


mile stretch of the Kona coast, on 
the west slope of Mauna Loa vol- 
cano, had at least one tank .for 
storing drinking and house hold 
water. 


The Kona coast is the driest sec- 


tion of the islands. 


Police Sgt. Emery Kunitomo at 


Kailua on the Kona coast said 
fire department and Hawaii coun- 
ty trucks from Hilo, across the 
island, were hauling emergency 
water supplies to Kona coast resi- 
dents.
